Dear Sir 


Your valued favor of 30 March inst. is sure and carefully noted. I am at a loss to know 
how you manage to produce 1,605 silver dollars of All-Vi grains each from 1,000 ounces of pure 
silver. If your figures are correct -1 am for the free coinage of silver and am going into the 
business at once. You say you will sell me pure silver at 77 cents per ounce. We are off 
instructions. This will make 1,000 ounces of pure coin silver cost me $770 for which you 
propose to give me 1,605 Standard Coin dollars, All-Vi grains each.
